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Edgar  S.  Smith,  at  38  an  outstanding  lawyer,  who  gives 
every  indication  of  climbing  infinitely  higher  than  his 
fourth-floor  Nassau  Street  office.  A  native  of  near-by 
Stockton,  N.  J.,  with  unswerving  devotion  to  the  best 
of  legal  traditions,  he  came  to  Princeton  in  1935  as  an 
associate  of  the  late  William  C.  Vandewater  and  over  the 
course  of  the  past  decade  has  grown  with  Princeton  in 
this  community's  greatest  era  of  growth. 

A  cum  laude  graduate  of  Lafayette  College,  where  he 
combined  fraternity  politics  with  an  active  role  in  under- 
graduate publications,  he  faced  simultaneously  the  hazards 
of  marriage  and  law,  marrying  the  former  Mildred  Suydam 
in  1929  and  earning  his  degree  at  Columbia  Law  School 
in  1931.

Only  19  percent  of  those  polled  in 
the  room — ballots  were  distributed  to  all 
of  the  estimated  250  attending — were 
against  consolidation  of  the  Borough 
and  Township.  And  only  one  out  of  three 
residents  of  the  latter  municipality  who 
took  part  in  the  survey  disapproved  of 
the  proposal. 

Backing  such  a  merger,  the  figures 
showed,  were  68  percent  of  those  who 
came  to  the  Elementary  School  audi- 
torium. Divided  municipally,  Township- 
pers  were  49  percent  for  it,  Borough 
residents  89  per  cent  in  agreement. 
About  one  in  ten  expressed  no  opinion 
on  the  question.

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Again  the  Township  was  surprising  in 
its  strength  on  the  affirmative  side,  47 
percent  of  its  residents  present  Tues- 
day feeling  that  consolidation  could 
be  completed  if  tried.  Thirty-four  per- 
cent said  no,  the  remaining  19  percent 
expressed   no   opinion.
